Put pretty nut cups, made to look like 
a pumpkin flower, at each cover. Place 
cards with turkeys on them add to the 
festive appearance, while a sprinkling of 
autumn leaves gives the finishing touch 
of beauty 

As to the feast, let us choose wisely 
and well, not forgetting our war-time les 
son of thrift. In all parts of our country 
the same kind of a menu is served, the
